don, April 6, to a gentleman at New-York.—The 
writer is a member of Parliament. 

“I conclude, the termination of non-intercourse 
between the States and our colonies, will be an 
acceptable measure on your side; as all West 
India produce is to be permitted to be sent direct 


to the United States, it may lead to an intercourse of | 


some importance. Your produce is to be subjec 
to a moderate colunial duty, to afford some protec- 
tion to the produce of our North American colo- 
nies: but it will be the same in American as Bri- 
tish bottoms. I hope it will lead to a better state of 
thing's in the West Indies, and a better understand- 
ing with your government. It is also probabic 
there will soon be an increase of duty here, par-
